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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 3-18-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3 & 6-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The metes and bounds of the instant invention are not clearly claimed and 
thus the invention is not properly defined by the claims. For example, claim 1 
doesn't make it clear how the system is to be prepared and it is confusing as to 
what the actual components are. 

Applicant's arguments are not convincing as it is still unclear what exactly is 
being claimed. The specification does not provide adequate definitions within to 
determine what the limitations of " stable" are. Also, it would appear from reading the 
specification (particularly the examples) that elements essential to defining applicant's 
invention are missing from the claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3 & 6-11 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hennink et al (WO98/20093). 

Hennink teaches a water-in-water emulsion of PEG and dextran mixed together 
which is taught to be useful to encapsulate a wide variety of pharmaceuticals. The 
reference anticipates the claim subject matter. 

Applicant claims that the reference requires cross-linking. However, the claims 
do not exclude such a step. Applicant's arguments have been considered however a 
showing to overcome a anticipation or potential prima facie case of obviousness must 
be clear and convincing( In re Lohr et al. 137 USPQ 548) as well as commensurate in 
scope with the claimed subject matter ( In re Lindner 173 USPQ 356; In re Hyson, 172 
USPQ 399 and In re Boesch et al., 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). Further, it is unclear 
whether the mixture of the prior art is unstable because the actual definition of that 
phrase, in this context, is unclear.
